TELLS HOW TO SELECT
FATS FOR THE TABLE

Flavor and color have an important
bearing on prices pald for edible fats,
since all are regarded as wholesome when
of good quality, so the housekeeper must
decidea what she is willing to pay for
relatively superficial properties.

These facts are pointed out by the De-
partment of Agriculture, Bulletin 469,
“Fats and Their Economical Use in the
Home," prepared by the office of home
economics. The bulletin says:

“In some instances a higher-prioed ar-
ticle may be more economical, as clean,
sanitary butter, as compared to a cheap-
er, but less sanitary product. In some
instances, where taste or flavor only ia
Involved, a less expensive table fat may
answer quite satisfactorily. Good grades
of cottonseed  and peanut olls may be
used when these are less expensive than
corresponding grades of oltve oil.

“In selecting shortening fats flavor and
odor are to be considered, but attractive
appearance and color are of less im-
portance.’
